The city engineer was instructed to 
MCertaiQ the cott o( extending the 
Mpnalt pavement to Division street. 


Mayor H. A. Foeltzer and his new 
council started in the new year last 
night and besides tho annual appoint- 
ment of officers business of importance 
to the city was transacted. Tho mayor 
called the meeting to order and ad- 
dressed the council. 
He said that for 
sometime pasi the aldermen or at least 
a part of them kept their seats when 
they addressed the chair and hereafter 
if any ulderman had anything to say he 
would request tbem to stand.

There is nowhere better soil 
for growing peaches, and sheltered by 
the lake no winter has ever been cold 
enough to blast tue buds. 
With a 
resort arranged for summer homes the 
man who plants anil prunes the tree^ 
and vines will gather the peaches and 
the grapes. 
If Hlerman'u park were to 
be the Mecca of thousands every peach 
would be gathered by hands that never 
planted them and every grape by indi- 
viduals who think it no harm to; rob 
trees and vines.

Another feature that will attract the 
seeker after a summer home Is that in 
every deed there will be a 
lltjuor 
clause, a clause against livery stables, 
and another forbidding the lots to be 
used for amusement purposes or stands 
for the sale of an^ kind of articles. Mr. 
Higman is fully aware that In Illinois 
and other states the temperance clauses 
in deeds have not been able to stand 
the tests of the 


courts but he believes 
that he has a deed that will be sus- 
tained in all Its provisions by tlje Mich- 
igan supreme court.

Mr. Higman is

On July 11', .Sutton had wired bis wife 
from Detroit to New York atate, where 
she was visiting, asking her authority 
to withdraw her money. On July IT he 
had written his wife from Detroit.

Marsh drew 12,500 in ca»h 
and took it to White in Grand Haplds: 
if it be true that Hicker»tall was car­ 
rying around large sumb in currency, 
Sutton was dealing through the ordi­ 
nary channels, drawing bank checks 
and getting a repayment with a certiti- 
cate of deposit.
